Coursing

Prospects 


(By MASTER McGRATH.) 


COUPLE of months ago coursing men 
were asking Vill there he a 
National Meeting this season?” The 

reply invariably was in the affirrhative, for, 
even though conditions for coursing could 
not have been much worse from the point 
of view of transit, it was generally recog- 
nised that no effort would be spared by 
either the clubs that had been allotted Trial 
Stakes or by headquarters to maintain un- 
interruptedly the sequence of national meet- 
ings at Powerstown Park, Now all doubts 
have been dispelled. for in last week’s 
official organ the announcement was. pub- 
lished that two vacancies existed in the 
Derby. and three in the International Cup. 
No reference having been made to the Oaks, 
the inference is that that stake has filled. 

That being so. we may take it for 
granted that the full sixty-four will go to 
slips for the Derby on February 25th. and 
that the thirty-two bitch puppies will be to 
hand for the Oaks, and that the Inter- 
national Cup will have filled. 

In the circumstances, the coursing men 
of the country are to be congratulated on 
an excellent achievement; but, perhaps, it 
would be unwise to predict that on this 
occasion the Derby and Oakg entry will be 
up to the standard of other seasons: that 
it will be representative of the best ninety- 
six puppies in their pes grades, In 
many instances, Trial stakes, as might he 
expected, did not fill, and, likely as not. 
there may be in the country a number of 
dog and Litch puppies that, had they been 
given their chance, would have qualified, but 
whose owners did not find it convenient to 
enter them On the other hand, those 
that oualified in the smaller stakes 
might, in any event, have come through the 

reater number of courses, and it may 

or that reason that quality will be as 
strongly represented in both puppy stakes as 
formerly. Those who have been attending 
the meetings in the four provinces are cf 
the opinion that this season’s puppies are 
moderate, compared to those of other 
seasons; but a similar view has been often 
expressed in the past, only to be completely 
exploded at Powerstow n Park, 

Anyway, it is consoling in these topsy- 
turvy times to be able to look forward to 
being at Clonmel for the grand finale to a 
season that has been remarkable in many 
ways, and in none more so than by the 
manner in which the governing body and 
coursers generally overcame the many diffi- 
culties that confronted them.

Un rivalled 
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FARMERS ATTITUDE TO 
FOOD PRODUCTION 


REMUNERATIVE PRICES 
DEMANDED 


Mr. J. Rooney, Acting President of 
the Irish Farmers’ Federation, said at 
a conference in the Ormond Hotel, 
Dublin, yesterday, that there were 200 
farmers before the Courts in County 
Dublin for debts in connection with 
rates. 

The conference, which was convened 
at the instapce of the Irish Farmers’ 
Federation, was attended by representa- 
tives from Dublin, Kildare, Wicklow, 
Westmeath, Meath, Wexford, Louth, 
Carlow, Kilkenny, Monaghan, Leix and 
Roscommon. The purpose was to con- 
sider ways and means of providing 
enough food for the people. 

Mr. Rooney said that manufactarers 
were not asked to produce at un- 
economic prices, and the farmers should 
not be asked to produce at un- 
economic prices, The ‘arm2rs had |een 
so misrepresented that t'e Federatson 
had called this conference, not that 
they were going to tell the people any- 
thing new, but to repeat what they 
said at previous conferences. Two years 
ago the questions of credit and fair 
prices, and that debts be sealed down 
during the emergency, were emphasised. 
At least ten millions were needed 
immediate] to be put into food pro- 
duction. There were before the Courts 
in County Dublin about 200 farmers for 
debts in connection with rates. 

A resolution was passed, stating in 
effect that remunerative prices must 
be paid to farmers, and the price gap 
between what the consumer is able to 
pay and the price at which the farmers 
are able to produce must be filled by 
Government finance, therefore putting 
in force the compensated price policy. 
It vas urged that the Department of 
Agriculture should publish the cost of 
production figures for all agricultural 
products immediately, and that prac- 
tical farmers must direct the food pro- 
duction policy. 

It was stated at the conference that 
the food production of the twenty-six 
counties was gravely endangered by 
the policy of the Government in col- 
lecting this year’s very high rate, plus 
debts of rates, annuities and bank debt 
by bailiffs. 

A further resolution was sed, 
urging that ten millions of the 216 
millions credit lying idle in Irish 
banks be immediately made available 
to the gs for food production,

NATIONAL HEALTH 
BENEFITS 
ACTUARY SAYS £500,000 

MAY BE RELEASED 


S a result of actuarial investiga- 
A tion a sum of £500,000 may be 
released for the enlargement of 
benefits under the National Health 
Insurance system, and for providing 
new benefits. 
The actuary, Mr. G. S. W. Epps, 
Government Actuary’s Department, 
London, oh the financial position of 
the National Health Insurance system 
in this country, was laid on the table 
of the Oireachtas yesterday. 

The. Actuary inguired as to the pos- 
sibility of substituting for the présent 
“long term capitalisation system ” 
arrangements by which income, in- 
cluding State grant, would be equated 
to expenditure over short series of 
vears. He states that he has con- 
sidered what moneys could be set free 
as @ result of the change, and to what 
extent the surplus income could pro- 
perly be used for the enlargement of 
the scope or the amount of the bene- 
fits at present provided under the 
scheme. 

The insured population of this coun- 
try has, he states, special charac. 
teristics which complicate the financial 
arrangements for National Health In- 
surance. The fact that a relatively 
large proportion of men and women 
become insured for the first time at 
ages much exceeding the minimum 
age of 16, involved substantial losses 
to the scheme. In the ten years up to 
1938 the numbers insured increased 
by 45 per cent., although the total 
number of persons of insurable ages 
hardly increased at all. The increase, 
the report states, indicated that, owing 
to industrialisation or other causes, a 
considerably larger proportion of the 
adult population is engaged in insur- 
able employment than was the case 
ten years earlier. 

Between 1929 and 1938 the number 
of insured women was fairly equal, 
but the increase of insured’ men was 
nearly twice as great in 1938 as in 
1929. Notwithstanding this, the pro- 
portion of the population at the work- 
ing ages who were insured was very 
small, representing only 42 per cent. 
of men. There was thus scope for 
further substantial increases in the in- 
sured population.

so that, watching the jumping, a 
spectator could get a good view of 
part of the ploughing as well and a 
wide vista of Greystones and Delgany 
in the folding land, with the level sea 
in the background, 


CRITICS OF PLOUGHING 


Every man his job. There were 
some there who looked with little 


more than contámpt on the jumping. 
To them it was frivolous compared 
with the serious ‘matter of turning a 
nice sod, a level middle and-a deep 
furrow. They watched the craftsmen 
of the soil drive their teams more 
painstakingly than ever before, stop, 
kick the sod into line behind, ‘adjust 
the land or furrow wheel and do all 
the little things that make or mar the 
work at a ploughing match. The men 
who did the ploughing weve experts, 
and those who looked on were no less 
so, and it was surprising in the end of 
ithe day to find that the ploughman 
most favoured by the less biassed ' 
spectators were those to, whom the 
judges awarded prizes. Such is the 
advantage of knowledge. 
To the uninitiated spectator the 
ploughing match is less business-like 
and more in tune with the old, half- 
oetical associations of the land, He 
ears the ‘‘slishshsh’’ of the sock in 
the new-cut earth, watches the slow- 
turning wave of green sod flow over 
the mould board and change to brown 
the mould board and change to brown as 
it is laid in its place. He sees the lines 
of power in the horses’ straining neck, 
legs and back, in the taut traces, the 
lines of power that are so close- wed to 
beauty. 

Not less interesting to the ignorant 
is the talk of the spectators, their 
criticism of the depth of wheel or 
coulter and the difference between 
their remarks to each other when a 
competitor is far down the field and 
their remarks to him when he comes 
up to them once more. They would 
die rather than discourage a ‘‘trier,”’ 

but they are just to his work ‘when he 
is out of hearing. 

At Delgany yesterday the competi- 
tors showed a high standard of work 
and that, it was ‘generally agreed, was 
only in the tradition of one of the 
oldest ploughing matches in the 
country. It is said locally that it is 
nearly a century since the first Rath- 
down ploughing match was held.

CONSCRIPTION 


Proposing the motion, ‘‘That This 
House Would Welcome Conscription,’’ 
at an inter-University debate in 
Trinity College, Dublin, last night, Mr. 
Roe (U.C.D.) said that now, when the 
country was facing the most dangerous 
crisis of its existence, the obvious thing 
to do was to apply conscription. The 
fact that the country’s neutrality had 
been proclaimed by the Government 
was no guarantee that it would not be 
drawn into the ctruggle, and to fail to 
take all the steps possible to repel 
attack would be stark madness. 

Mr. M. G. O’Beirne (U.C.G.) said 
that conscription did not produce 
soldiers. A conscript force could not 
hope to meet the attack of a highly 
skilled, mechanised army. 

Mr. T. H. Flewett (Q.U.B.) said that 


1 it would be a break with Irish tradi- 


tion to fail to resist invasion. . 
Mr. A. N. Jeffares (T.C.D.) pointed 
out that the adoption of conscription 
by certain small Powers did not prevent 
them from being over-run. Conscrip- 
tion would mean the taking into its 
own hands by the Government of the 
control and direct ordering of the 
citizen’s way of life, and the country 
would not stand for it.

IRISH AGRICULTURAL 


NEEDS 
PLOUGH’S IMPORTANCE IN 
GRASS PRODUCTION 


The fundamental point with regard 
to Irish agriculture was that they had 
lagged behind other agricultural pro- 
ducers in efficiency and economy of 
production. In the space of 40 years 
there had been no appreciable increase 
in production in this country, said Dr. 
Henry Kennedy, in his lecture on 
“The Future of Irish Agriculture,’’ at 
University College, Dublin. 

It was production from the land 
which must be the basis of agricultural 
rosperity. He deplored the passing 
is the Dáil and Senate oí a measure 
fixing wages without having any in- 
vestigation as to whether the farmer 
could pay the wages fixed. Grass in 
this country was their most important 
crop, and their most neglected crop. 
They could not produce good grass in 
the modern sense of the term without 
the use of the plough, and, in his view, 
the primary use of the plough in this 
country was the production of grass, 
with grain crops as a by-product, and 
not the main objective. 

Professor E. J. Sheehy, who pre- 
sided, said that he was not concerned 
with prosperous farming, unless it was 
of a type which would make for a 
happy rural commznity, “ith large 
nuribera of p2ople living out of the 
land. It was incorrect to say that 
this was a grass country. It was a 
summer grass country. 


UNTAPPED GRASS LAND 
FOR WHEAT 


“‘It would be a lasting disgrace if, 
through their own negligence, they 
allowed hunger in the country to in- 
terfere with national defence,” said Mr. 
Gerald Boland, Minister for Justice, at 
a meeting organised by Roscommon 
County Committee of Agriculture, yes- 
terday. Every effort should be made 
to grow as much food as they could, 
and wheat especially, because bread 
was the staple food of the poor. Diffi- 
culties in regard to rationing flour and 
bread were almost insuperable, but it
